The Homestead-Exemption Law. 

The following is the Act, passed by the Leg- 
islature of this State, at its recent session, which 
exempts from levy and sale under execution the 
homestead of the defendant with fifty acres of 
land. It will {be observed that this law will 
have relation only to debts contracted after the 
first of March next. : ; 


An Act to Increase the amount of Property 
Exempt from Levy and Sale. 


I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives, now met and sitting in Gencral 
Assembly, and by the ‘authority of the same, 
That the following property, in addition to that 
now exempted by Law, to wit: to each family 
the dwelling house, and houses appurtenant 
thereto, together with fifty acres of Land,,.and 
also one horse, and twenty-five dollars worth of 
pfovisions, be and the same are hereby exempt- 
ed from levy and sale, under fieri facias and as- 
signment under mesne or final process : Provid- 
ed, that the said exemption shall not include, or 
extend to any property situate within the limits 
of any city or town corporate of this State.— 
And provided further, that the value of the said 
real estate shall not exceed the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars. 

JI. That in all cases, where the landed pro- 
perty of the debtor shall exceed fifty acres, 

hree Commissioners shall be appointed by the 

Clerk of the Court, upon the application of 
either the plaintiff or defendant in the execu- 
tion, whose duty it shall be to lay off to the 
debtor fifty acres of land, including the heme- 
stead, which shall always be done most favora- 
bly and beneficially for the family for whose 
benefit the provision is made; the remainder of 
whose lind may be liable as in other cases. 

Ill. And if the said fifty acres including the 
Homestead, so !nid off, shall exceed in value, b 
the estimate of said Commissioners, or a majori- 
ty of them, the sum of five hundred dollars: 
then and in all. such cases. the said Commis- 
sioners shall proceed to lay off such quantity 
less than fifty acres, as hereinbefore provided, 
the value of which shall not exceed the said 
sum of five hundred dollars, the remainder of 
which may be sold as in other cases. 

1V. That the said Commissioners shall make 
a full return under their hands and seals, of 
their proceedings in the premises. together with 
a plat or some other concise description of the 
lands laid off by them, to the Clerk of the Court, 
and shall be entitled to receive a compensation 
tor their services, not exceeding one dollar each, 
per day, fo be paid by the defendant ; and the 
Clerk of the Court shall keep a suitable book, 
in which the ge erage of the Commission- 
ers, together with their return. and all other 
proceedings in the case shall be recorded, for 
which services. the said Clerk shall be entitled 
to receive in like manner, from the defendant, 
the sum of three dollars. ; 

V. That this Act shall take effect, from and 
after the first day of March next, in relation to 
all debt thereafter contraced.

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Particulars of the Burning at Washington. 
The following particulars of the recent de- 

struction, by fire, of the Library of Congress we 

take from the Southern Press, of the 25th ult. 


“ How the fire originated no one knows. but 
when discovered carly on the morning of Wed- 
nesday, the 24th. ult., the flames had made 
such headway, 1s to make it impossible to pre- 
serve even a portion of the treasures which that 
Library contained. For a long time serious ap 
prehensions for the safety of the entire Capitol 
were feared, for had the flames communicated 
to the cupola. the whole building would have 
been consumed. 

‘+ As it is, the Library has been entirely do- 
stroyed—and the damage to the walls cannot 
yet be ascertained. The extent of the loss, in- 
flicted by this disastrous fire, it is impossible to 
even estimate. Since the act of Omar, no sin- 
gle fire has wrought such destruction of articles, 
impossible to be replaced. The cost of the 
hooks is estimated at about a quarter ofa mil- 


isin the destruetion of the collection of rare 
and valuable works—MSS. and others—works 
Which no expenditure of money, no toil, or en- 
ergy, can possibly again restore. Such a loss 
may well be regarded in the light of a general

‘s Whether the ss originated in acci- 
dent or design, is impossible yct to say—but in 
either case, the offence is almost unpardonable.” 

“ The damage to the wood and stone can ea- 
sily be remedied—but for the*lost books, like 
those of the Sybil, there can be no restoration.” 

The National Intelligencr, of the same date,

Curing Hams. 

We extract the folowing recipes for curing’ 
hams from some of the awards of the Maryland 
fair. They are in season, and will be found in- 
teresting to many of our readers : 

T.E. Hambleton’s Recipe, 1st Premium.— 

To every 100 pounds pork take 8 pounds of 
G. A. sajt. 2 ounces saltpetre, 2 pounds brown | 
sugar, 14 ounces of potash, and 4 gallons of 
riné over 
the meat after it has laid in the tub some two 
days. Let the hams remain six weeks in brine, 
and then be dried several days before smoking. 
I have generally had the meat rubbed with fine 
salt when it is packed down. The meat should 
be perfectly cool before packing. 

. Glenn’s Recipe, 2d Premium.—To 100 
Ibs. pork take half a bushel and a half peck of 
salt, 3 pounds saltpetre, 3 pounds sugar, and 2 
quarts molasses. Mix—rub the bacon with it 
well; keep on for three weeks in all; but at 
the end of nine days take out the hams, and 
put those which were at the top at the bottom. 

R. Brooke, jr’s. Rectpe, 3d premium.—One 
bushel fine sali, half bushel ground alum salt. 
one and a half pounds saltpetre to the thousand 

unds pork, left to lie in pickle four. weeks, 

ung up and smoked with hiekory wood until 
the rind becomes a dark brown. 

GC. D. Slingluff's Recipe, 4th premium.—To 
100 pounds green hams, take 8 pounds ground 
ulum salt, 2 pounds brown sugar, or molasses 
equivalent, 2 ounces saltpetre, 2 ounces pearl- 
ash, 4 gallons water; dissolve well, skimming 
off the scum arising on the surface. Pack the 
hams compactly in a tight vessel or cask, rub- 
bing the fleshy part with fine salt. In # day 
or two pour the above pickle over the meat, tak- 
ing care to keep it covered with the pickle. In 
four or six. weeks, according to the size and 
weight of the lms, (that is to say, the longer 
ere for heavy hams,) hang up to smoke, 
wock up, smoking with green hickory wood, J 
have put up hams for the last twelve or fifteen 
years by the above recipe with uniform success, 
equal at all times to the sample now presented.”

The French Revolution, 

The details of this event supply the links in 
that chain of circumstances by which, with lit- 
tle bloodshed, as great a revolution has been 
quietly consummated in france, as has ever 
characterized the anuals ofany country. The 
overthrow of a Constitution solemnly establish- 
ed, the dispersion of the hody in whicli. by that 
Constitution. the legislatite power resided. with 
the suppression of the highest Court of Judica- 
ture for trying political offences. amount to as 
signal a change of Government, short-of the sub- 
version of the Executive authority itself, as 
could be aceorplished without popular violence, 
and by the direct application of military power. 
But thischange. great as it is, is not the least re- 
markable of the circumstances which distin- 
guwh thisrevolution. Theusurpation of power. 
with an observance of the forms of the elective 
principle. is as barcfaced proceeding as the act 
of breaking up an existing Government, of 
which it-is skilfally made the adjunct. 

Louis Napoleon pays an apparent homage to 
universal suffrage not. only in the people. but 
thearmy. Yet who does not sec that it is to 
the latter he in reality bows, and means to owe 
his present elevation. The entire army, officers 
and soldiers, are to cast their votes in favor or 
against his assumption of dictatorial power 
within forty-eight hours after the promulgation 
of the decree investing them with the suffrage, 
whilst the people are to pass upon what has 
been predetermined hy the President and his 
advisers, twelve days afterwards. But this 1s 
Louis Napoleon nominates himself as 
the maker of a new constitution, dispensing al. 
together with a constituent body. He profess- 
es to ask popular consent to a foregone conclu- 
sion. All that the people have to do in the mat- 
ter is to indicate their acquiescence, under this 
republican phase of universal suffrage. knowing 
that if they vote in the negative, confusion and 
anarchy will follow. They are flattered witha 
nominal compliment, whilst the substantive ex- 
ercise of power is assumed by the Executive 
and the Army. 

So long as that army is not disaffected, the 
President will retain the means of subduing op- 
ition. How long he will be able to continue 
popular with the army and. the people depends 
on other appliances than the distribution of re- 
wards to officers,and dispensing lIargesses and 
civil privileges to the soldiery. No ruler in 
France has been able to keep his seat of usur- 
pation unless the national energy is drawn off, 
and the national vanity fed by triumphs abroad. 
The 18th Brumaire would have beewa barren 
victory over the people to Napoleon Bona- 
arte, if the French Eagles had not been made 
triumphantly to traverse the fields of Italy. 
Louis Napoleon's lease of power cannot but ‘be 
of short duration. with nothing but the sad pros- 
pect of warring factions, and the imminence of 
immediate anarchy. as circumstances favoring 
his-continued elevation. + If he is aceepted as a 
choice between two evils-—-Monarchy and De- 
mocratic socialism—he must do something more 
snbstantial than a coup de main-~a mere sur- 
prise--to subdue the formidable opposition 
which must soon arise to displace him from his 
seat of usurped authority. 

He will soon have marshalled against him al- 
most all the civic and a great.part of that mili- 
tary. ability whieh acquired .glory for France in 
her recent African campaigns and in her Parlia- 
mentary Halls. These leaders of opposition, so 
irreconcilable when in rivalship for the supreme 
power, will coalesce into firm union, when ani- 
mated by a common hatred against the enemy 
ofall. Forthe present, therefore, the desire of 
repose will produce a forced acquiescence ina 
rule of authority which owes its success to sud- 


—- — 


minds of Frenchmen, but there is somethin 
so permanently hostile in the elements so forci- 
bly conjoined as universal suffrage and an auto- 
cracy maintained by bayonets—so entirely re- 
pugrant as the elective principle applied in 
choosing those who are tg make the laws, and 
its denial, in the highest exercise of popular 
sovereignty, in choosing those who are to form 
& constitution—-that a ten years of Executive 
power is inconceivable-— Charleston News. 


The British Burning. 

The recent fire in the Capitol has induced 
the Richmond Dispatch to give some of the par- 
ticulars of the destruction of the old Capitol i 
1814. They may be interestingto our readers : 

“The British troops, commanded by Gen. 
Ross, landed at Benedict. about fifty miles from 
Washington, and on the 24th August, 1814, at- 
tacked the American forces, consisting almost 
entirely of raw militia, at Bladensburg. Rose 
bad with him 400 veterans. As might have 
been expected, the Americans were soon routed, 
the only serious opposition which the enemy 
met with having been offered by Com. Barney, 
and a few soldiers under his command. On the 
same day Gen. Ross, accompanied by Admiral 
Cockburn, who had already rendered himself 
infamous by his plundering excursions on the 
Chesapeake, arrived in Washington at 8 o'clock 
in the evening, at the head of 1,000 men. The 
remainder of the army soon followed, and en- 
camped in sight of the Capitol. They commen- 
ced the work of destruction by burning the 
house of a Mr. Sewall, a volley of masketry 
fired from which had killed General Rots’ horse 
under him. They soon after set fire to the Cap- 
itol, which contained the Senate Chamber, the 
Representative Hall, the Court Room of the 
Supreme Conrt, the Congressional Library and 
the Legislative archives. The President's 
House, the Treasury Otfice, the War Office, 
and the Navy Office, were destroyed in like 
manner. They spared, indeed, no public build- 
ing except the General Post Office, which was 
also the Patent Office. Commodore Tingey, 


who had orders to that effect, set fire to the Na- | 


vy Yard, in which there was a large amount of 
public property and a fine new built frigate on 
the stocks, to prevent it from falling into the 
hands of the British. The fort and magazine 
at Greenleaf's Point, the public store at the 
Marine Barracks, two or three rope-walks be- 
longing. to individuals, Carroll's Hotel, and a 
valuabie house belonging to the estate of Gen- 
eral Washington, were all reduced to ashes: 

** Cockburn: whose superior skill as an incen- 
diary made him the presiding genius in these 
scenes of destruction, would have burned the of- 
five of the National Intelligencer also: but the 
representations of a widow, who lived in an ad- 
joining tenement, iuduced him to forego his 
nurpose. He determined, however, to show 
his resentment to the editor of the Intelligencer, 
(Mr. Joseph Gales,) in a manner so striking 
that it could not be forgotten. So he first 
mounted a good» box. and “spectacle on noee,” 
read to an astonished crowd an abusive article 
from the Federal Republican upon “ Jemwmy 
Madison and his man Joe,” (as it pleased the 
editor to call Mr. Gales.) He finished the act 
of vengeance by breaking up the type and set- 
tering them in the strect. In thce-meantime a 
terrible accident happened to the party which 
had been sent to destroy the publie stores at 
Greenleaf's Point. The Americans, on aban- 
doning the fortress had thrown a large quanti- 
ty of powder into a dry well. By some acci- 
dent it took fire, and blew up. killing the cum- 
mander of the party, a Captain Blanchard and 
forty others and wounding many more, most of 
them so badly as tqrender them fvrever after 
unfit for service, The eyes of some were burs- 
ted, the arms of others blown off, and the limbs 
of many broken, dislocated, or mangled in the 
most shocking manner. From eighty to one 
hundred went to the Point: not more than 
twenty, who returned, were erer fit for service 
afterwards. 

* ‘The British retired from this maiauding 
expedition on the 24th, in the greatest disor- 
der. Hed they been pursued by a vigorous 
general, with a competent force, they must

Prospect of Indian Troubles in California.— 


Major Savage and‘ Capt. Vinsonhaler, two of 
the oldest scttlers in California, have arrived in 
San Francisco from their trading post in the In- 
dian reservation on the Freshno. These gen- 
tlemen say that there are several thousand In- 
dians on tHe reservation, many ot them with ri- 
files, and some thirty with Cult’s largest sized 
dragoon pistols, which they handle with consid- 
erable dexterity. ‘These have been sold to 
them by some a whites, against the per- 
emptory orders of the commissioners, and at 
the risk of sacrificing the lives of hundreds of 
citizens. A portion of the whites, however, had 
met and passed a resolution to put the first 
man to death who should be found selling arms 
and ammunition to the Indians. 

The chiefs of the tribes have plainly informed 
Savage that if the United States do not feed 
them they will go to war, but if they are sup- 
plied with enough to eat they will continue qui- 
ct as.long as it lasts. They do not want any 
harm to come to him and his party, so they 
went to work and built him.a strong fort, into 
which he might safely retire in case of accidents. 
He gives it as his deliberate opinion that ten 
thousand Indians will be in arms this winter 
unless they are supplied with food. and if once 
they betake themselves to the mountains it will 
be impossible to dislodge them. ‘The whites are 
encroaching upon the reservation, despite the 
terms of the treaty. This gives the Indians an 
excuse for breaking 1t on their side. The state 
of things existing in the reservation demands a 
large reinforcement of United States troops to 
keep the [ndiansin check. ~ : 


Tne Heratp on Foore.—The New-York 
Herald thus characterizes the “ everlasting 
Foote;” who has made more fuss in the Senate 
since the commencement of the session than all 
the rest of that body together: 

Gen, Foote, the celebrated Senator from Mis- 
sissippi, is a very extraordinary sort of aman.

USE OF ASHES. 


— from the Address of Mr. Little, of 
tio :. 
“Hitherto the natural fertility of the soil 
has not rendered it» necessary to pay that 
strict attention to its improvement which is 
indicated in the future; but the time is com- 
ing and now is, when if We would have this 
fertility continued, nay increased, we must pay 
strict attention to the laws of nature, the wis- 
dom of experience and the light of science. 
Experience teaches us that. certain crops ex- 
haust the soil; the laws of nature require the 
lost principles stiould be restored, while sci- 
ence taking the lump of earth, which; to the 
mere working man, is inert matter, analyses 
its parts, ascertains the missing element, and 
spplies the remedy. ‘The remedies most gen- 
eraffy used: are lime, leached ashes, and barn- 
yard manure. Lime of itself, is not a fertili- 
|zer; its action is altogether chemical, warm- 
ing wp, vivifying dormant or exhausted pro- 
perties im the soil-and imparting to the plant 
‘itself (as «tbeat for instance,) that portion 
which its sustenance requires. Thus it is, 
that when mixed with peat in proper propor- 
tions, the heat of the unslacked lime opera- 
ting upon the vegetable character of the peat, 
its vitality’is destroyed, and the whole mass 
Becomes w valwable manure for any kind of 
crop. . 
Mf Leaelied ashes,.the refuse of our asheries, 
is a most excellent manure. I regret to no- 
tice in many, the entire neglect of this admira- 
.ble fertilizer. Immense heaps_of 
psocen Ly iso te -Ottterent parts of owr eountry, 
unnoticed, except as a nuisance. This is a 
great mistake, as a careful analysis shuws a 
large proportion of the’ most necessary ip- 
redients fur the production of _ wheat.— 
When [ came into the neighborhood in which 
[I live, I found a great prejudice against 
the use of leached ashes,? At an ashery on 
an adjoining farm a large quantity had accu- 
mulated. Although at the time I had no 
ctical acquaintance with farming, yet hav- 
mg read somewhere that ashes were good ma- 
nure, I obtained the cheerful consent of the 
owner to remove the nuisance. I[ took for my 
experiment an éxhausted field of seven acres, 
whitirhad yielded, I believe, at its last plough- 
tag, about twelve bushels of oats to the acre. 
On this field I hauled and plowed in one hun- 
dred loads of ashes (about three thousand 
bushels) at which all my neighbors laughed, 
and cried the man is a fool. -But soon a 
wonder canie to light, which showed them 
they were mistaken ; the field was not ruined, 
Lut, instead thereof, the first crop was about 
twenty-five bushels of good wheat to the acre. 
The next year asnes rose to twenty-five cents 
per load, and now’ cannot be had at all, the 
owner preferring to use them on his own 
farm. I. will be met here by the objection 
that everybody cannot afford to buy lime or 
leached ashes. This is all a mistake; no 
farm can do well without them, and so long 
as the former can be had for ten cents per 


| 


ad better mortgage his farm than not have 
them. But every farmer can atleast save his 
barn-yard manure, and how shamefully negli- 


through our country are to be found farmers 
whose opening on the main road, give 
easy access to their cattle to lie there, and 
there they lie summer and winter. A bundle 
of straw ora morsel of hay is thrown out to 
them on the ground, to be eaten or trodden 
under foot; all the benefits of .the droppings 
are lost, the land is impoverished, and poor 
struggling nature calls for help in vain. ‘This 
is all wrong. Every particle of food ought to 
be given under cover; every barn-yard ought 
to be carefully bedded down. Leaves, mick, 
rotten wood, coal, ashes, ought to be added 
whenever they can be obtained, and in the 
spring the whole mass ought to be thrown 
intu heaps, that it may ferment and destroy 
the seeds of all noxious weeds, and then, after 
harvest, it may be hauled on your intended 
wheat fields, to repay you amply in good 
clean wheat (not turned into chess) for all 
your pains and labor. : 

“'Thig has been my practice, and the-result 
bas been that I usually put upon my wheat 
lands from three hu to four hundred two 
horse loads of well-rotted manure.”
